Festival, held in Waterville, Maine, 
describes itself as “Ten Days. Fifty 
filmmakers. A Hundred Films.” It 
also presents an annual Mid-Life 
Achievement Award, previous win- 
ners of which include John Turturro, 
Walter Hill, Jonathan Demme, and 
Terrence Malick. As for this year, 
rumor has it that the winner might 
be Arthur Penn, which indeed would 
be a midlife achievement, because it 
means he will live to be 174 years old. 
Festival Director Shannon Hanes’s 
philosophy is very simple: she believes 
a festival should give people “a chance 
to see films they would never see.” 
That would include Martin Scorsese’s 
restored version of the 1956 Rodgers 
and Hammerstein musical Carousel, 
which had been shot in Maine. And it 
certainly describes Historias Extraordinarias, 
Argentinean director Mariano Llin4s’s 
245-minute murder mystery and one of 
program director Ken Eisen’s favorites.

The 13th 
Rhode Island International Film 
Festival unreels at various venues 
around the Biggest Little. It claims 
to be the country’s only statewide 
film festival — one advantage, I 
guess, to being the smallest one in 
the union. 

You can start this cinematic tour 
with the opening-night gala shown 
on the “grand So-foot screen” of 
the Providence Performing Arts 
Center. The opening film was not 
determined as of press time, but 
some of the 175 to 200 feature selec- 
tions have been confirmed. They 
range from Ben Loeterman’s The 
People v. Leo Frank, a dramatization of 
the true story of the lynching of a 
Jewish factory manager in Atlanta 
in 1913, to veteran Turkish director 
Cagan Irmak’s comedy Issiz Adam. 
Among the several documenta- 
ries, based on the titles alone I'd 
be lining up to see Mai Iskander’s 
Garbage Dreams and David Marshall's 
Swimming With Lesbians. 

The festival also prides itself on 
its commitment to shorts — it is 
one of only 63 qualifying festivals 
for this genre with the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences — 
and boasts an opening-night trib- 
ute to the “Art of the Short Film.” 
Nor does it sell the local talent 
short: on August 7 it hosts the 
Rhode Island Film Forum, “your 
chance to become involved with 
Rhode Island’s ‘stars’ of the film 
community” at the University of 
Rhode Island, Feinstein Providence 
Campus.

Who is Ana Grey? For readers who 
have just picked up the recent Vintage 
Crime/Black Lizard trade paperback 
reissues of North of Montana or Judas 
Horse, the answer may seem simple. 
Grey is the fearless heroine of April 
Smith's dark and thoughtful thriller 
series. But reading these fast-paced 
books shows the question to be more 
complicated. Ana Crey is, after all, not 
only a brave FBI agent, but also the 
owering daughter of a racist bully. A 
Latina disconnected from her father’s 
Salvadorean heritage. A young, single, 
and attractive woman in a ferociously 
macho field, drawn to her married 
partner and determined not to fall into 
any gender traps. In a genré known for 
inhuman superheroes (Jack Reacher, 
anyone?) and the obviously, perma 

ntly wounded, Crey neither smokes 
nor drinks to excess, and only rarely 
ises her extensive weapons training 
But she’s vulnerable, a darker-than- 
average heroine, and she adds depth 
’f character to these intense, well 
plotted books 

Crey's strong personality initially 
came as a surprise to Santa Monica 
based author Smith. In the series 
starter, North of Montana, originally 
published in 1994, Grey wasn’t even 
supposed to be a major character 

“| started with the seed of a true 
story that happened in my neighbor 
hood,” the titular north of Montana 
Avenue, says Smith over the phone 
from New York. The real case, she 
says, provided the outline for the 
book, Smith's first: a Latina house- 
keeper had been working for a doctor 
when she learned that the doctor’s 
wife was having an affair. That 
knowledge got her fired and black 
balled from other jobs — and eventu 
ally got her killed 

Smith's protagonist was originally 
going to be the doctor's wife, who, in 
her hands, becomes a troubled former 
Bostonian who is out of her depth 
in one of LA’s more exclusive neigh 
borhoods. Crey was simply a plot 
device, growing of a necessity to solve 
the crime, thriller style. “1 needed a 
law-enforcement person to come in 


and save the day,” says Smith. “And 
Ana Grey kind of backed into the 
story. She's half Hispanic because 
this housekeeper was Hispanic and 
because the FBI in the early 90s was 
going through convulsions because 
the Hispanic agents were in revolt 
against the Mormons,” who domi 
nated the bureau at that point, she 
explains. “So the whole idea of a 
Hispanic FBI agent, a female, kind 
of came together in reaction to this 
story. I originally thought she’d be a 
tertiary character, but she took over 
rewrote the book in her voice.” 

The reason Grey had to be an FBI 
agent deals a little more with that othe! 
side of Smith's life. A Boston University 
grad and former Phoenix contributor, 
Smith left Boston in 1977 for California, 
where she built a career in television 
As a producer on the Emmy-nominated 
Cagney and Lacey, she says, “I didn’t want 
to do street cops” again 

To make Grey an FBI agent, instead 
took work. “I do a lot of research,” says 
Smith. “For North of Montana, | probably 
talked to a dozen agents, male and 
female, and Ana’s voice is an aggregate 
of their points of view. The procedural 
stuff is totally accurate; the manuscript 
was read by several agents.” 

The choice of bureau proved provi 
dential. Whereas North of Montana steps 


back to explain why an FBI agent 
would be handling a simple homicide, 
in Judas Horse, bureau involvement is 
natural. For that book, the third

It’s 
that kind of ambi 
guity, along with 
Smith’s naturalistic 
storytelling, that 
makes this series 
work. 

In Smith's own 
life, the question of 
voice — of owner- 
ship — is key. It is 
why, after more 
than a decade in 
television, she start 
ed writing novels. 

“The main dif- 
ference between the 
two is that you own 
the copyright to your 
books and no one 
can tell you what to 
do or how to do it,” 
she says.

To sustain a literary magazine over 
decades it pays to have a gimmick. The 
Paris Review has interviewed at least one 
prominent writer in each issue since 
its inception more than 50 years ago. 
Locally, Ploughshares publishes at least 
40 poets in each issue, giving many 
young poets their start. Hanging Loose 

— its 94th issue is just out — devotes a 
section to poets still in high school. 

Without a gimmick few literary 
magazines survive. Agni, published by 
Boston University, is one exception — 
though it’s probably helped by univer 
sity sponsorship. But the fact of the 
matter is that most little magazines 
do not, or cannot, imagine long lives 
for themselves. Some even accomplish 
a great deal and then exit, as if to 
warn that one can go on too long. 

Art & Literature (1964-1967) falls into 
that category. Edited by John Ashbery, 
Anne Dunn, Rodrigo Moynihan, and 
Sonia Orwell, it was perhaps the pre- 
miere little magazine in English of 
the second half of the 20th century

Gallant comes across in this inter 
view as a natural writer who accepts 
her talent, her way with fiction, and 
is determined to follow it. She will 
not explain her work, though she is 
here, as she is in her many power 
fully disquieting stories, a wonderful 
storyteller. It’s easy both to hear her 
voice and to imagine Lahiri’s pleasure 
and discomfort 

As the interview proceeds int 
the second and third session, the
